BT YESTERDAY paid off its distinctive red and blue piper, but it 
is hoping a new logo of six swirling blobs will enable it to call 
the tune in the accelerating dash for broadband customers. 

BT chiefs decided the piper, introduced in 1991, should be 
ditched after 12 years because it was too closely associated with 
its fixed-line telephones and also conjured up negative attitudes 
towards the company . 

It is being replaced with a "connected world" globe already being 
used by BT Openworld, the company's internet service provider. 

Ben Verwaayen, BT's chief executive, said there would be no "big 
bang" advertising campaign for the shift. But it will cost GBP 5 
million and take three years to repaint 34,000 vehicles, sew new 
badges on 50,000 uniforms and replace signs on 133,000 payphones . 

Verwaayen said: "We are not changing image for the sake of 
change... We want people to experience the new BT through improved 
service not through a new logo. 

"Only then will they credit BT with having changed."

Sangamon County Sheriff Neil Williamson hopes a new shoulder 
patch design will help the public better recognize what agency his 
deputies represent. 

The new design, which replaces a patch that has been in use si 
about 1976, has the word "Sheriff" prominently stitched in white at 
the top. 

The older patch had the word "Sangamon" in white at the top, and 
below that were the words "County Sheriff Illinois" in red. The red 
stitching was smaller and difficult to read against the dark 
background of the old patch. 

"(An average person) looking at the old patch doesn't really know 
what department or agency you work for. We wanted something that 
would better reflect what department we are with," Williamson said. 

The new patch is similar to the patch worn by deputies in Summit 
County Colorado. 

Williamson said he was visiting Breckinridge, Colo., last year 
and was impressed by the patch sheriff's deputies there were 
wearing . 

" (The Summit County patch) was exactly what I had been looking 
for all of these years," he said. 
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Williamson brought back a sample of the Summit County patch, and 
a committee designed the new Sangamon County patch. 

Deputies can continue to wear the old patch, but if they get a 
new uniform shirt, it will have the new patch. If they choose, they 
can have the new patch put on an old uniform. 

An olive drab version of the new patch also was made for members 
of the county's tactical response team.
